NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—Gov. Wood- 


row Wilson made two speeches to- 
night in New York and Brooklyn, 
speaking campaign for 
the present. He will not make an- 
other speech, he announced, until 
Col. Roosevelt has recovered. Mrs. 
Woodrow Wilson and her three 
daughters attended the big meeting 
in Carnegie Hall. 

The Governor returned here this 
afternoon from a campaign trip 
throughout Delaware, West Virginia 
and Western Pennsylvania. On the | 
way to New York, he rode for a 
while with Dr. Henry van Dyke, the 
author, and former Gov, Higgins of 
Rhode Island. 

Suffragette Is Arrested. 

Miss Maude Malone, a -suffragette, 
interrupted the speech of Gov. Wil- 
son at the Academy of Music in 
Brooklyn, and after a scene of con- 
fusion, in which the Democratic can- 
didate tried to pacify the angry 
crowd, the police interfered and ar- 
rested her on a charge of disturbing 
the peace. 

The ‘Governor was talking about 
monopoly, when Miss Malone, who 
Was conspicuous in interrupting an 
address bv Gov. Johnson of Cali- 
fornia, here recently, rose from the 
balcony and shouted: 

‘How about woman suffrage. -Gov. 
Wilgon? Man has a monopely of suf- 
frage.”’ 

Cries of ‘“‘put her out’’ anu an uproar 
of protest against the interruption came 
from the crowd. 

‘‘Do not be rude to the tady,’” urged 
the Governor, and the crowd became 
quiet, while the speaker addea: 

‘Woman suffrage. Manam,.is.nect a 
question that dealt with by the 
national government at all; I am only 
here as a representative pf the national 
party.”’ 

Declines to Answer Her. 

The woman continued to shout ques- 
tions about suffrage and when the 
Governor could be heard again, he said 
to her: 

‘“T hope

@ vacancy. 

He explained the sudden appoint- 
ment of Rule by saying that, with 
selection coming on, he thought it best 
that the board should be reinforced. 

The board is now a tri-partisan 
body, with Rule and Augustus L. Ab- 
bott as Democratic members, Mayor 
Kreismann and Hobart’ Brinsmade 
Republicans, and President Woer- 
heide, who was appointed as a Re- 
publican, now a Progressive.

I want @ tell you that 
these disturbances have been argued as 
a reason why football should be abol- 
ished.’’ 

Students Fire Revolvers. 

Charles Adkins, Speaker of the Illinois 
House of Representatives, was the first 
victim of celebrators who interrupted his 
open-air speech for Taft and McKinley 
by crowding around his automobile and 
yelling and shooting revolvers until he 
was forced to desist. 

Following the breaking up of the pol- 
tical meeting, the students cried: ‘“‘To the 
Walker” and quickly besieged the play 
house where ‘‘In Frisky France’’ a musi- 
cal comedy was being played. 

The house was crowded ana there was 
considerable danger of a panic. The 
mob massed at the stage entrance and 
began to batter the dovr, at the same 
time hurting missiles at the windows, 
which were smashed. The door gave 
away and the crowd starting to surge 
in, was repulsed by stage hands, armed 
with clubs and revolvers. 

A pile of empty boxes, filled with 
waste, was set fire to by hot headed 
rioters but more conservative element 
in the crowd put it out, pointing out 
the danger to life should the blaze be 
given a chance to reach the theater 
walls, 

One of the stage hands, goaded by 
the onslaught, appeared with a revolver. 
He threatened to shoot into the crowd 
if another move was made, at this 
juncture Director Huff appeared and the 
students listened to him. 

University authorities declared expul- 
sions by the score would follow. As- 
sistant Dean of men Warnock was one 
those who fruitlessly strove to check 
the headstrong mob. He is said to 
have many names of rioters. Leaving 
the scene of the riot after Huff's 
scorching words, a portion of the crowd 
used up its surplus energy in breaking 
up the Adkins meeting. 


Tonight’s attack on the theater was 
the culmination of a series of similar 
disturbances which the authorities of 
the Institution have vainly essayed to 
stamp out.

New York Sportsman in the Yu- 
kon Stirs Up a Pack of Griz- 
ziies, has to Act Quickly. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 19.—Frederick 
K. Burnham of New York, noted sports- 
man, hunter and traveler and vice-com- 
modore of the Motor Boat Club. of 
America, has returned te San Francis- 
co from British Columbia and Alaska 
where he spent three months hunting 
big game. Burnham establihed what is 

believed to be a new hunting record. 

Sept. 12 at Cassia, near the Yukon 
district, Burnham killed five grizzly 
bears in two minutes, firing only seven 
shots.

“T said iast night Mr. Hapgood re- 
signed because we differed on politics.

|. “The editorial referred to in Hapgood’s 
letter was written by me personally 
when the first news was received of Col.

Enyart has had many clashes with 
the police and he was once convicted 
of . selling policy tickets. Other 
charges which he successfully fought 
in court were suspected robbery, sell- 
ing Mquor without a license, disturb- 
ing the peace and resisting arrest. 

When policy, which was common 
gambling on the order of a lottery, 
was flourishing in St, Louis the prof- 
its*from the game amounted to thou- 
sands of dollars a year, The city was 
divided into districts and tickets 
were sold to men, women ang chil- 
dren. 

Enyart at first confined his opera- 
tions to the centrai portion of the 
city, but soon extended his business 
so as to include the north end, 

The Post-Dispatch published ex- 
posures of many of the games, but 
the operators were so firmly en- 


that little could be done. Enyart was 
a protege of George W. Riechmann, 
who was formerly a State Senator, 
resigning that office when he was 
elected a Justice of the Peace. 

Enyart was arrested in Riechmann’s 
Saloon after a negro who had bought 
a policy ticket there had been trailed 
to his home by detectives in 1907. In 
the City Hall Police Court Enyart 
ang two companions were fined $100 
each as a result of this arrest. 

The police made frequent attempts 
to have informations issued agains! 
Enyart on charges of policy vending 
but he beasted of his political pul. 
and no action against him was taken. 

Got Six Months’ Sentence, 

Dec, 10, 1907, Enyart was tried be- 
fore a jury in Criminal Division No. i 
of the Circuit Court on the charge ot 
feloniously aiding in establishing ~a 
lottery. He was found guilty an‘? 
sentenced to six months in the work 
house. He took an appeal to the Su 
preme Court efter the usual motion 
for a new trial -r4 to stay the juds 
méent were overruled, One year late: 
Dec. 8, 1998, Enyart submitted a ple: 
for clemency and was paroled by 
Judge George H. Shields. 

Previous to this Enyart gave an in- 
‘terview to the Post-Dispatch tn which 
he. declared that policy was on th: 
| ‘bum’ in 8t. Louis and accused th: 
police of hounding him. 

Enyart formerly was president 
of the Morocco Qlub, a lid-lifting or- 
ganization at 1202 North Market 
street. He was arrested several time: 
for selling liquor without a license 
but each time the police were refused 
&@ warrant on the evidence they sub- 
mitted. The.Monroe Club established 
headquarters later at 801 Market 
street and the police raided the club 
there repeatedly. March. 28, 1908. 
Charles M. Clay of 1201 North Broad- 
way, complained to the police that 
he was robbed by two men of a gold 
watch and $10 in cash while in the 
Monroe Club drinking. 

Suspected of Robbery. 

The next day Enyart and James 
| Nelson were arrested and held on a 
| charge-of suspected robbery. The 
‘police were urable to make a case 
and. they were released. 

Enyart was tried in the Clty Hall 
Police Court, March -13, 1907, on « 
charge of resisting arrest. The jury 
disagreed. He was acquitted at the 
subsequent trial of the case, March 29, 

When Enyart was asked for a state- 
ment as to his candidacy he replied: 
“I guess I've nothing to say.”

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MOVE TO IMPROVE 
MISSOURI’S ROADS 


A number of good road enthusiasts 
from every part of the State met 
Thursday afternoon at the Automobile 
Club headquarters, Fourth and Pine 
streets, to formulate some plan for 
the crystallization of the good roads 
sentiment and enthusiasm into some 
definité action. 

It was decided to call a mass meet- 
ing which will be held in Jefferson 
City, Nov. 13,-for-the purpose -of re- 
vising the road laws, arid to formu- 
late effective road regulations which 
will be the means of giving Missouri 
the best roads of any State in the 
Uniteqd States. At present the road 
laws are confusing and the people of 
Missouri are unable to get the roads 
to which ‘they are entitled. Missouri 
is rich in material for road building, 
and it is proposed to revise the laws 
which will insure better results with- 
out increasing the taxation. 

The Automobile Club of St. Louis, 
which has beén an important factor 
in improving the highways through 
the countryside surrounding St. Louis, 
and aided materially in the establish- 
ing of the cross-state highway, will 
lend its support in the movement in 
revising the road laws of the State. 
The ‘Legislative Committee, which has 
always done effective work, and the 
Roads Committee, will g0 to the 
méeting at Jefferson City and aid in 
the revising of the road laws.

Madero keeps on saying that nothing 
but death can remove him from the 
presidency. He has shut himself in the 
Presidential Palace of Tehuantepec. 

The Federal troops have mutinieda in 
many places, according to cipher reports, 
tut in Mexico City they have not as yet 
given any open sign of revolt. 

A Zapatista force is reported to be 
massing at Tres Marias, preparatory to 
marching north. The Zapatistas in the 
State of Morales have been active since 
the Federal Government withdrew its 
own forces from that State. 

The port of Tuxpam, near Vera Cruz, 
was taken possession of yesterday by 
revolting Federal troops garisoned there, 
and they turned the place over to Diaz, 
who has taken charge of the custom 
house there as well as that at Vera 
Cruz. 

Madero’s secret police are active and 
many arrests are being made of per- 
sons suspected as being involved in one 
or another of the network of plots 
against the present regime. 


More Arrests in Capital. 


Among those sald to nave been taken 
into custody on suspicion is Enrique 
Fernando Castello, a son of the Min- 
ister of Justice under the former Presi- 
dent of Mexico, Gen. Porfirio Diaz. 
His arrest was accomplished, it Is said 
last night, at which time his city resi- 
dence was raided by the secret service 
police and many letters and documents 
were takén away for the inspection of 
government agents. 

Another of the suspects arrested in 
Mexico City by the Maderists is a 
nephew of the wife of Gen. Porfirio 
Diaz, now in exile in Europe. In regard 
to the case of the papers seized by the 
secret service spies at the residence of 
Castello, it is said that some of those 
}documents afford ground for suspecting 
Garcia Granados, who was Minister of 
the Interior under Dr. De la Barra. 

Senator Granados meantime has left 
the capital and his friends say he may 
have joined Gen. Felix Diaz, who has 
prociaimed President Madero a tyrant.

A charge that Michael J. Gill, Demo- 
ratic nominee for Congress in the 
‘welfth District, scratched the name of 
Chomas E. Kinney, nominee in that dis- 
rict, two years ago, and voted for L.

Kinney died last summer. His broth- 
er-in-law, Thomas J. Egan of the Fifth 
Ward, was active in pushing the charge 
of disloyalty. Gill ‘denied. the charge, 
and said he had worked and voted for 
Kinney. 

A. Post-Dispatch reporter learned aft- 
er the meeting, which was behind closed 
doors, that there was shown to the 
committeemen what purported to be 
documentary evidence. This evidence, 


Jit was stated by one of the committee- 


men,. showed that a voter whose hand 
writing resembled’ Gill’s, and whose 
number on the pollbooks {fs said to cor- 
respond to Gill’s, scratched’ Kinney’s 
name on the 1910 ballot and wrote in 
Dyer’s. 

Asked for a Statement. 

This evidence is said to have come 
out in connection with the contest in- 
stituted by the late Judge James B. 
Gantt against Supreme Judge Brown, 
who defeated him in the same election. 
Judge William C. Marshall represented 
Gantt in this contest. 

Exact details as to this documentary 
evidence could not be learned, but it i+ 
said to have made a strong impression 
on the committeemen. Those present 
were Arthur: J. Fitzsimmons, who pre- 
sided; Egan, P. J. O’Dennell, George 
Griffin, E. J. Rice.and John Cloone,, 
besides Candidate Gill. 

After the charge had been stated ard 
the documentary evidence examin: 4, 
Gill was called upon for a statement. 

Gill said: “I always held the late Sen- 
ator Kinney in high esteem. He- was 
always my friend, and I was his friend. 
I don’t know about this so-called record, 
but there is some mistake about It, for 
I certainly voted for Tom Kinney for 
Congress in 1910. I voted the straight 
Democratic ticket at that time. I won 
the nomination fairly this year, and I 
am in the race to stay.’’

White House officials Secretary Wilson 
investigated the causés of ‘the: prices 
and the effect of the bumper crops . in 
the United ‘States on such prices. The 
great prosperity of the American far- 
mer, the report to: the. President 
showed, has brought about.a material 
decrease in the cost! of food products, 
although in many instances the reduc- 
tion: will’ not. become. apparent: to. the 
consumer for several months., The re- 
port promises that the prices of meat 
will decrease notably on‘actount of the 
buniper corn crop.

lor nearly $500,000,000. The crop: increase 


will make up to the farmers, however, 
for reductions in price. Wilson shows 
that while the return'to the producer 
Oct..1, 1911, amounted to. $,868,000,000, at 
the prices prevailing Oct. 1 this year, 
their return will be %$4,454,000,000. Wil- 
son's report, according to officials here, 
shows that the aggregate crop in the 
United States will be 20. per cent greater 
than it has been for years. He shows 
that the wheat crop of the year is 
nearly. 1v),000,000 bushels greater than 
last year’s, and says that one high- 
grade flour is costing at the mills 80 
cents a barrel less than it did a year 
ago. 

The corn crop, Wilson points out, ¢x- 
ceeds 3,000,000,000 bushels. and. there: has 
already been a decrease in the price of 
corn of 7 cents a bushel. The. hay 
crop, he says, has increased more than 
17,000,000 tons over a year ago, and he 
declares that in consequence the price 
per ton has fallen $2.74. This’ decrease, 
he maintains, will not only decrease the 
price of meats, but of milk, butter, 
cheese, etc. ; 


Increase of 50 Per Cent on Oats. 
This years oats crop amounts to 


1,417,000,000 bushels, an increase over last 
year’s crop of more than 50 per cent. 
Most of this is used as food for stock, 
Wilson declares, and the increased crop 
and lower prices—Oct. 1 a bushel of 
oats cost’ 33.6 cents as compared with 
425 a year ago—will also make for 
lower prices for meats and all live-stock 
products. 

On potatoes there wil, “« a saving ot 
nearly $100,000,000 in the cost of living. 
Oct. 1 the producers were getting 61.1 
cénts a bushel for potatoes, as com- 
pared with 88.3 cents a year ago. 

This year’s cotton crop is the largest 
on record, and although the price Oct. 1 
Was above last year’s, it was 2.1 less 
than that two years ago and thé new 
crop may bring @ reduction in the cost 
of cotton goods.

ROSE’S THREAT TOLD OF 
Witnesses Say He’ and Webber 


‘Both Desired That Gambler 
Be Put Out of Way. 





By Associated Press. 

Y NEW YORK,”Oct. 19.—Witnesses in 
the trial of Police Lieutenant Becker 
testified today to two points which the 
defense thinks vital to its case. They 
were: 

First, the raid on Rosenthal’s gam- 
bling house April 17 was made after 
evidence against it had been obtained 
iby the police. The State charges that 
the raid was a “fake.” 

Second, That “Bald Jack’’ Rose and 
Bridgie Webber, two of the self-con- 
fessed accomplices to Rosenthal’s mur- 
der who have turned State’s evidence, 
threatened to kill Rosenthal weeks be- 
fore he was murdered. . 

Louis Plitt, brother of Becker’s so- 
called press” agent, swore that Jack 
Rose had gone down on his knees in the 
Tombs and said: 

“On the grave and on the memory of 
my dead mother, I say.that Becker had 
nothing to do with this affair!” 
Other witnesses, a police lieutenant 
and his wife, testified that they had 
visited Becker at his home the night of 
July~17, 48 hours after Rosenthal was 
shot and that Becker was there from 
10:40 until they left. at 11:45, 

Jack Rose has testified that he was 
with Becker elsewhere during those 
hours. 

Hividence of Investigator. 

Joseph B. Shephard, one-time member 
of Becker’s “strong-arm squad,” testi- 
fied that he had obtained the evidence 
upon which Rosenthal’s place was raid- 
ed. He was taken to the establishment 
two days before the raid, he said, by 
a “‘steerer’’ who met him and two other 
policemen at the Hote! Cadillac. 

The policemen wore citizens’ clothes 
and thepesteerer” did not know their 
identity. hey, Were met at the base- 
ment door, to whom the “steerer” 
vouched for their good intentions, went 
upstairs and lost $50 playing roulette. 

The next day Shephard said he met 
Becker, told him what had been done 
and, at Becker's instructions, drew up 
the necessary legal papers preparatory 
to making a raid. The day after this, 
warrants were issued and that night 
Rosenthal’s place was raided. 

Shepard *was not cross-examined, but 
ariel Attorney Whitman said he

Justice Goff held only a forenoon ses- 
sion, as today was registration day here, 
and jurymen wanted to register. 

Could Kill Rosenthal. 

Robert A. Smith, a contractor, who 
testified that Webber and Rose told 
him they wanted Rosenthal out of the 
way, was assailed by the State on cross- 
examination. Smith had testified on di- 
rect examination that Rose told him on 
June 28 that if Jack Zelig had not got 
in trouble, he (Rose) would have had 
Rosenthal killed a month before. 
Webber’s alleged declaration made to 
Smith was that ‘“‘He could cut Rosen- 
thal’s throat and lie down and ae all 
night with him.’ 

So far as the introduction of Pin 
ie concerned, the case is considerably 
more than half finished. McIntyre said 
this afternoon that he expected to in- 
troduce about twenty more witnesses 
and probably would rest his case 
Wednesday or Thursday. He said he 
would ask for an entire day to sum up.

Lewis Called Company Insolvent. 

Putnam testified that Lewis told him 
the company was insolvent and in 191%, 
when demands for payment of the 7 
per cent notes were very pressing, Cay- 
tioned him to say nothing in his letters 
answering the demands that could be 
used against the company. 

Putnam further testified that Lewis 
represented to tmvestors that St. Louis 
subscribers had taken $160,000 worth of 
the 7 per cent notes and were clamoring 
for more. The $160,000 worth of notes 
placed in St. Louis were pledged as col- 
lateral for loans or debts of the com- 
pany and none were sold here, Putnam 
said. 

The Gevernment also showed by Put- 
ram that Lewis sent out two issues of 
unsecured notes to purchasers without 
sufficient notification that they were 
not secured notes and also that he rev 
resented that such notes were to be tak- 
en up;by a bong issue on the Lew! 
properties, underwritten by the People’s 
Savings Trust Co., when as a matter of 
fact the trust company never underwrote 
such bonds and they were never issued. 

Lewis Knew Condition. 

Putnam testified that Lewis was 
fully cognizant of the financial con- 
dition of the company: at all times 
when he was representing that ‘it 
was in a flourishing condition. Put- 
nam said he discussed these matters 
daily with Lewis. 

The Lewis Publishing Co., between 
1908 and 1910, loaned the St. Louis 
Star $571,000 on its unsecured notes 
maturing in 1916, Putnam testified. 
The money put into the Star by the 
Lewis Publishing Co. was raised by 
the sale of notes, Putnam said. It 
was represented to subscribers that 
the money was to be used to pay off 
the indebtedness of the Lewis Pub- 
lishing Co. and make extensive im- 
provements, Putnam said, while as a 
matter of fact the money was used 
immediately upon its receipt to de- 
fray the running expenses. of the 
Lewis corporation. The Star lost 
from $10,060 to $12,000 a month dur- 
ing the entire period of the Lewis 
ownership, according to the witness.

Secretary of Tuberculosis Society Tells How Family of 
Nine Was Stricken—Free Distribution of Folding 


by Post-Dispatch. 





“The common drinking cup is a source 
of disease, and a menace to public 
health,” said A. W. Jones Jr., secretary 
of the St. Louis Society for the Relief 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis. 

“If any person using the cup has in his 
mouth the germs of any disease, such as 
tuberculosis, .diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
measles, thumps, or whooping cough, he 
i: Hable to communicate them directly 
to others using the same cups. 

“In anti-tuberculdsis work in St. Louis, 
we time and tfme again find the evils 
resulting from the public drinking cup. 
Our records show that in many instances 
we can directly trace to it tuberculosis 
infection in well people from patients 
with the malady. One of the first les- 
sons of instruction, which our district 
nurses give to patients or suspected *pa- 
tients, when they visit the homes in the 
congested: or other .districts,..is.to have 
an individual drinking cup. 

“In all cases where we have a patient 
under observation, we supply each mem- 
ber of the family with a cup, provided 


risthey are unable to buy them. 


Family of Nine Infected. 

“<4 short time ago a casé Came to my 
attention Where a family of nine people 
were affected with tuberculosis. In 
every instance of this kind, we do in- 
tensive work so that, if possible, we 
may determine the cause of infection. 
In this particular instance, with all de- 
gree of accuracy possible, we directly 
traced the infection from a son in the 
family. His wife was an advanced case. 
He was in the habit of drinking beer 
out of a can, which his wife also used. 
When the wife died, the son returned 
home, He Was at that time in the ad- 
vanced stage, and no recautions were

Farmers Share of Prosperity.’’ 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


The farmers of our country do. not seem to be 
exempt from the tricks of politics as witnessed 
by the misleading figures given out by the De- 
partment of Agriculture under date of Oct. 1, 
1912. Much glamour surrounds the picture drawn 
by the Department and because it is framed offi- 
cially it is largely acgépted as infallible. Large 
headlines quote the secretary as saying: “Looks 
like prosperity. Increase over $500, 000, 000 on 
last year’s production, etc.” 

While the farmers are just as willing as any 
other class to have prosperity, they believe that 
the Department representing them should not 
distort the facts so far as their products are con- 
cerned, 

An analysis of this report shows that the 
$500,000,000 comes almagt entirely from ‘the 
corn crop. The oats, although five hund- 
red million bushels more. and the barley sixty- 
four million bushels more, show -very Httle ad- 
ditional revenue to the farmers, because of the 
much lowér prices. In wheatithere is an addi- 
tional showing of $57,000,000, but in these calcula- 
tions there is no consideration given to the addi- 
tional acreage and the additional cost of seed and 
labor. 

The entire additional prosperity therefore rests 
with the corn crop, the present. production be- 
ing three billion and sixteen million bushels as 
against two billion, five hundred and thirty-one 
million bushels last season. The error made by 
the department in computing the value of the corn 
crop is in taking the average farm price on Oct. 
1, 1912, as a basis. ‘This is the price of corn of 
last season on the farms, and the actual figures 
show that the crop of last season averaged 67 
cents per bushel in the Chicago market over a 
period of time ranging from the first movement 
of the-crop to Oct. 1, following. 

The value of the present large crop. shoulda: be 
calculated on dts. valye in the Chicago market 
for the delivery of this new corn and the Decem- 
ber price is 52 cents, which price js.also 1 cent 
ver bushel ‘more than its valué ‘for delivery next 
May., A calculation based accordingly will show 
Ma shrinkage to the farmers of $100,000,000 instead 
of an increase of $500,000,000, ‘and -this desttoys'} 
onyrely this big argument for prosperity.

One of these three plays was “‘Passers-

the program, the high credit for the

UTSIDE the Golden Gate 
at San Francisco a few 
days ago the United 
States Navy's new sub- 
marine torpedo ‘boat, 
b-1, commanded by a 
young officer, Lieut. Jas. 
B. Howell, with full 
fight!ng strengiu of «a. 
men as crew, dived and 
eruised for 10 minutes 
at a depth of 286 feet 
below the surface of the 
ocean, exceeding the 
previous submarine rec- 

ord ca 80 feet; arose to a moderate depth and 
steamed safely into harbor at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard Docks, after a submersion of nine 
hours. | 
_ Before starting Lieut. Howell wrote his will 
and handed it, sealed, to his superior officer on 
shore. | 
_ While the F-1 was 260 feet-below the surface 
d as it still went down the sailors calmly ate 
dinner. It was not until tiny streams of 
water began seeping into the hull and inward 
warping of structura) parts had begun that Lieut. 
Howell gave orders to ascenil. These signs in- 
dfeated that the craft’s endurance limit of water 
pressure had been reached and that a few feet 
farther down’ she would be crushed like an egg- 
shell. 

The commander had fulfilled the mission of his 
|vyoyage, which was to ascertain just how far 
Gown the boat might go with safety if such a 
descent should become necessary in order to es- 
cape an enem;’s craft of simiiar kind. 

Almost immediately after leaving the dock the 
boat dived until only the two slender periscopes 
were above water. At a speed of 25 miles an 
hour she went along, 20 feet from the surface, 
picking her path between ferry boats aud bay 
steamers until San Francisco bay had been 
crossed and the mouth of Golden Gate opened 
ahead, the periscope mirrors reflecting to the 
men below a glimpse of the sea beyond the 


As the boat sped toward the Gate two heavily 
laden ferry boats loomed directly in the path, 
steaming toward each other square)s across the 
path of the submarine. At a singlt word from 
the Neutenant the were deflected and the 
little boat dived until it floated sixty feet be- 
neath the surface. - 

Shes subjoined narrative by Lieut. Howell de- 
ribes this record-breaking submarine exploit: 
Svery vibration of the steamers above us was 

‘ i by the submarine telephone. We 
‘waite i idly until both the terry boats had passed 
yer was a war engine capable le of ~ th 
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ing them to bits without the slightest warning 
or knowledge of whence came their destruction. 
I raised the boat as our telephone told us the 
last ferry vessel had passed, and as our con- 
ning tower reached a position level with the sur- 
face of the water I could hear quite plainly the 
conversation of the passengers on the ferry boat, 
filtered down to us by our delicate telephone in- 
strument. 

“With the ferry steamers out of the way we 
made for the Golden Gate. I was looking for- 
ward to a real dip out in the ocean proper and 
my men were as restless as I for the experience. 
(But just as we were about to dash out by the 
heads, with the boat gliding 20 feet below the 
surface, our periscopes revealed a British liner, 
the Tahiti, just steaming into the channel, its 
hundred or more passengers crowding the decks 
for their first view of San Francisco and port. 

“We could have passed the ship to the right 
or left, but I deflected the planes until we 
sank directly under its path, and as it passed into 
the bay we passed out under it. Our telephone 
told us when the hull had safely passed and I 
was about to give the order to lift the boat untu 
the periscopes were free of water, wnen a shout 
from our loo’ out warned me that we were head- 
ing into something. I climbed into the conning 
tower and through the glass saw that we were 
racing with a great bay shark—one of the dan- 
Serous bay denizens that sometimes take no- 
tions to play havoc with the smaller boats of the 
fishing fleet when they sail in from the Northern 
fishing grounds. 

“I would have given almost anytning I pos- 
sessed to be able to see into the eyes of that 
be- shark as it pushed itself alongside. I could only 
discern its nares It must have been 18 feet

long, although througn the heavy glass it looked 
as long as a liner. Our telepuwone recorded even 
the motion of its fins and tail, so delicate was 
this instrument’s perception. In something of a 
spirit of deviltry I ordered the planes lowered 
and instead of rising we sank to a hundred feet, 
dropp:ng as if we were being launched from the 
ways of a dry dock. The shark did not descend 
with us. We went below its depth and into the 
region of stranger sea folk. 

“We sped 20 miles straight out in the ocean 
or the trac’ of the Honolulu liners. Occasional- 
ly we drifted toward the surface to get a look 
through our mirrors at vessels of wh.ch our tele- 
phone warned us. When we had read the names 
of these boats end our gunner had pointed our 
torpedo shel] toward their hulls, to convince him- 
self that he could lift their last plate a hundred 
feet in the air by a mere turn of his wrist, we 
descended again, maintaining an average depth 
of 100 feet. 

“The Government test to which the vessel had 
been put was a submersion of 160 feet. This 
depth we often had maintained in our cruises 
about the bay. But there we were cautious about 
going even that deep in the varying depth of 
the bay waters. Now we were free to go to any 
depth, as we had only the far ocean floor be- 
neath us. Occasionally we dropped ‘o 200 feet. 

“When we were about five leagues out I! 
decided upon a more severe test than any navy 
submarine had yet been given. . I had full confl- 
dence in my boat, which was as familiar to me 
as my own quarters at the station, and, as ! 
looked over the faces of the little company of 
men who watched me for their directions, I! 
thought I could see vague traceries of a yearn- 
ing for something more exciting than even cruis-

Torpedo Boat F-1 at Depth of 286 Feet Below

W ith 
ing about 100 feet below the bottom of the liners 
passing overhead. I glanced at the student re- 
cruits, some of them having their first experience 
of a submarine voyage. Their faces all were 
quiet invitations te turn the nose of the craft 
a little more downward, 

“T plunged at one word to a depth of 200 feet 
and then gave the order ‘full speed ahead.’ Full 
speed was a new command so far beneath the 
surface, but the engineer, whose hand controlled 
the electric engines, did not hesitate. With a 
clearly perceptible bound we sprang ahead and 
began a race that lasted a full hour at the 200- 
foot level. We put our little boat te a test that 
the submarines of no other mavy ever attempted. 
Not once did we waver toward the surface, even 
for a fresh supply of air. 

“As we sped along I kept my eyes at the con- 
ning tower's glass pane. Now and again I could 
faintly discern a body, sometimes of seeming 
monstrous size, sometimes seeming but a round 
mass, apparently scurrying nest us. I could close 
my eyes and imagine the startled look in the 
eyes of those fish, deep-sea whales or sharks. I 
would have liked to get a close look at some of 
them, but the field of the submarine traveler is 
limited as yet, and my time was taken up in 
keeping in touch with our detectors and a look-

out for reefs which our delicate instruments 
could sense even though we could not have seen 
them. Through the glass it was as dark as night, 
yet it was a darkness that, paradoxically, ap- 
peared sometimes to be almost transparent. Or, 
pethaps, it was m-_re deep-sea imagination that 
induced us to think we could occasionally ‘see’ 
things at that depth.” 

The startling finish to that cruise at 286 feet 
below the surface is best told by Midshipman B. 
H, Deatte, to whom Lieut. Howell had entruste. 
the pressure gauge, which recorded the depths 
to which the vessel dipped. The midshipman 
alone realized fully what was being accomplished 
in that hour’s cruise, as his gauge told him a 
more definite tale than the others in the sub- 
marine party knew of at times. 

"When the Lieutenant gave the order to turn 
about,” says Midshipman Deatte, “I looked for 
the word to report pressure until we had as- 
cended near the surface. I supposed the sever- 

est part of our tests nad been accomplished, But 
we turned and started back toward the Golden 
Gate, 80 miles away, and the Lieutenant Was ai- 
lent. @uddenly, without a word, Ldeutenant 
Howell turned from his telephone and waved

his hand gently to the engineer. It was a ges- 
ture which we who had been detailed to the 
boat regularly well knew. But we hardly ez- 
pected it at that time. 

‘ “Tt was an order to raise the planes and send 
the boat deeper into the sea. For an instant 1 
lcoked at the commander, until his eyes swept 
over the faces of the other men in the hull and 
caught me. I know I flushed, for I feared he 
might think I was afraid. I could not help nod- 
ding toward the gauge as if to assure him that I 
would watch it carefully. 


“Slowly we dived. Presently the gauge regis- 
tered 100 pounds of pressure to the square inch, 
and, in response to a look from the commander, 
I reported, ‘250 feet.’ The engineer looked up. 
The gunner started. Two hundred and fifty feet 
was within only six feet of the record made by 
the submarine Seal in an ocean trip last May! 
And we were still going down. 

“By the time we had realized that we were 
breaking the record of the deepest dip ever made 
by man who lived to see land again we already 
had broken that record. I was not afraid. I 
felt an overwhelming desire to salute my officer 
in recognition of his exhibition of wonderful 
nerve. And he did not wave his hand for the 
engineer to level the planes. We continney to go 
down. 

“Slowly but surely the hand of the gauge in- 
dicated an increasing depth. Nearly all of the 
men had sat down to munch at their rations. It 
was dinner time, and there, 260 feet below the 
surface of the sea, the sailors calmly ate their 
reast beef, potatoes, tomatoes, stewed corn, pears 
and peaches, and drank their coffee with real 
eream in it. Unable to observe the pressure 
gauge, they did not know that something more 
than the mere breaking of the world’s submarine 
record was transpiring. The knowledge came to 
them suddenly. 

“We had reached a depth of 275 feet, descend- 
ing slowly at a long angle, when a number of 
quick, snappy reports, not unlike the discharge of 
a pistol volley, resounded through the hull, cut-

In spite of her dread- 
ful wounds she lingered for a few minutes, but 
died without showing any signs of consciousness. 

The murderer when he had first appeared had 
emerged from one of the two bedrooms at tbe 
back of the hall, the larger, or spare bedroom, 
not the old lady’s room. On passing Adams upon 
the doormat, which he had done with the utmost 
coolness, he had at once rushed down the stair. 
It was a dark and drizzly evening, and it seems 
that he made his way along one or two quiet 
streets until] he was lost in the more crowded 
thoroughfares. He had left no weapon nor pot 
session of any sort in the old lady’s flat save a 
box of matches with which he had lit the gas 
in the bedroom from which he had come. 

In this bedroom a number of articles of val- 
ue, including a watch, lay upon the dressing 
table, but none of them had been touched. A 
box containing papers had been forced open, 
and these papers were found scattered upon the 
floor. If he were really in search of the jewels 
he was badly informed, for these were kept 
among the dresses in the old lady’s wardrobe. 

Later, a single crescent diamond brooch, an 
article worth perhaps £40 or £650, was found 
to be missing. Nothing else was taken fivm the 
flat. It is remarkable that though the furnicure 
round where the body lay was spattered with 
blood, and one would have imagined that the 
murderer’s hands must have been stained, no 
mark was seen upon the half-consumed match 
with which he had lit the gas, nor upon the 


match box containing papers, nor any other thing ’ 


which he may have touched in the bedroom. 

We come now to the all-important question of 
the description of the man seen at such close 
quarters by Adams and Lambie. Adams was 
short-sighted and had not his spectacles with 
him. His evidence at the trial ran thus: 

“He was a man a little taller and a little 
broader than I am, not a well-built man, but 
well featured and clean shaven, and I cannot ex- 
actly swear to his mustache, but if he had any 
it was very little. He was rather a commercial 
traveler type, or perhaps a clerk, and I did not 
know but what he might be one of her friends. 
He had on dar trousers and a light overcoat. I 
could not say if it were fawn or gray. I do not 
recollect what sort of hat he had. He seemed 
gentlemanly and well-dressed. He had nothing 
in his hand so far as I could tell. I did not 
notice anything about his way of walking.” 


Helen Lambie, the other spectator, could give 
no information about the face (which rather 
bears out Adams’ view as to her position), and 
could not say that he wore a round cloth cap, 
a threequarter length overcoat of a gray color, 
and that he had some peculiarity in his walk. 
As the distance traversed by the murderer with- 
in sight of Lambie could be crossed in four steps, 
and these steps were taken under circumstances 
of peculiar agitation, it is dificult to think that 
any importance could be attached to this last 
item in the description. 

On Tuesday, Dec. 22, the morning after the 
murder, the Glasgow police circulated a descrip- 
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tion of the murderer, tounded upon the joint 
impression of Adams and of Lambie. It ran 
thus: 

“A man between 235 and 80 years of age, five 
feet eight or nine inches in height, slim build, 
dark hair, clean-shaven, dressed in light gray 
overcoat and dark cloth cap.” 

Three days later, however, upon Christmas day, 
the police found themselves in a position to give 
@ more detailed description: 

“The man Wanted is about 28 or 30 years of 
age, tall and thin, with his face shaved clear of 
all hair, while a distinctive feature is that his 
nose is slightly turned to one side. The witness 
thinks the twist is to the right side. He wore 
one of the popular tweed hats known as Donegal 
hats, and a fawn colored overcoat which might 
have been a water-proof, also dark trousers and 
brown boots.” 

The material from which these further points 
were gathered came from a young girl of 16, in 
humble life, named Mary Barrowman. Accord- 
ing to this new evidence, the witness was passing 
the scene of the murder shortly after 7 o‘clock 
upon the fatal night. 
riedly down the steps, and he passed her under 
a lamp-post. The incandescent light shone clear- 
ly upon him. He ran on, knocking against the 
witness in his haste, and disappeared round a 
corner. On hearing later of the murder she 
connected this incident with it. 

Her recollections were given in the description, 
and the coat and cloth cap of the first witnesses 
were given up in favor of the fawn coat and 
round Donegal hat of the young girl. Since she 
had seen no peculiarity in his walk, and they 
had seen none in his nose, there is really nothing 
the same in the two descriptions save the “clean- 
shaven,” and “slim build” and the approximate 
age. 

It was on the evening of Christmas day that 
the police came at last upon a definite clew. It 
was brought to their notice that a German of the 
assumed name of Oscar Slater had been endeav- 
oring to dispose of the pawn ticket of a crescent 
diamond brooch of about the same value as the 
inissing one. Also, that in a general way he 
Lore a resemblance to the published description. 
Still more hopeful did this clew appear when, 
upon raiding the lodgings in which this man 
and his mistress lived, it was found that they 
had left Glasgow that very night by the 9 o’clock 
train, with tickets (over this point there was 
some clash of evidence) either for Liverpool or 
London. Three days later the Glasgow police 
learned that the couple had actually sailed Dec. 
2€ upon the Lusitania for New York under the 
name of Mr. and Mrs. Otto Sando.

Oscar Slater was at once arrested upon arriv- 
ing at New York, and his seven trunks of bag- 
gage were impounded and sealed. On the face 
of it there was a good case against him, for he 
had undoubtedly pawned a diamond brooch, and 
he had subsequently fled under a false name for 
America. Two officers, accompanied by the three 
witnesses to identify—Adams, Lambie and Bar- 
rowman—set off at once to carry through the ex- 
tradition proceedings and bring the suspect back 
to be tried for his offense. In the New York 
court they first set eyes upon the prisoner, and 
each of them, in terms which will be afterward 
described, expressed the opinion that he was at 
any rate exceedingly like the person they had 
seen in Glasgow. 

Any doubt as to extradition was speedily set 
at rest by the prisoner’s announcement that he 
was prepared, without compulsion, to return to 
Scotland and to stand his trial On Feb. 21 
Oscar Slater was back in Glasgow once more, 
and on May 3 his trial took place at the High 
Court in Edinburgh. 

But already the very bottom of the case had 
dropped out. The starting link of what had 
seemed an imposing chain had suddenly broken. 
It will be remembered that the original suspi- 
cion of Slater was founded upon the fact that he 
had pawned a crescent diamond brooch The 
ticket was found upon him, and the brooch re 
covered. It was not the one which was missing 
from the room of the murdered woman, and it 
had belonged for years to Slater, who had re 
Peatedly pawned it before. This was shown be 
yond all cavil or dispute, 

Apart from this crushing fact several of the 
other points of the prosecution had already shown 
themselves to be worthless.

ANY inventors in St. 
Louis and the Southwest 
have achieved results 
well worth record. Some 
are in the cities, same 
in the towns and on the 
farms. Whether they be 
laborers, skilled mechan- 
ics or trained scientists, 
their work counts when 
their inventions are 
found to fit the situation 
that calls for something 
new. 

Tt ia not necessary that a new idea be a world 
startler in order to make it valuable. Some years 
ago a man took a piece of tin and shaped it so 
that it became both a condensed milk can opener 
and a spout to carry the thickened milk to 
the coffee cup without smearing the top of the 
cen. It was a simple thing, yet effective. The 
contrivance was patented and the inventor made 
a very considerable fortune out of its sale. 

Recently a man in Zion City, Ill., who had done 
much lathing with an ordinary hammer, set to 
work to invent some mechanism that would make 
the labor easier and faster. He has patented a 
pneumatic nail driving hammer. Attached to a 
tube containing the piston or hammer is a hopper 
containing about 250 naile. The vibrating of the 
hopper causes the nails to be forced one at a 
time into a rubber tube through which they are 
carried to the head of the hammer by compressed 
air pressure. 

Protruding over the head of the hammer is a 
trip rod which, when forced against the object 
to be titified, allows the nail to be set in the ham- 
mer head and also releases a trigger which lets 
the compressed air pass into the power cham-

Prof. G. F. Freeman of the Arizona State Ex- 
periment®Station has devised an incubator for 
ripening dates. For some years this fruit has 
been produced in Arizona, but until Prof. Free- 
man began experimenting the dates were of little 
commercial value. Now the fruit is picked vrhen 
it begins to show signs of ripening and is put 
into an oven, where it is kept in a moist atmos- 
phere and held at a temperature of between 110 
and 115 degrees for three days. At the end of 


‘this time the dates are fully ripened and mar- 


ketable.

Clinton Coates and William McDonald of St. 
Louis are the inventors of a speed machine called 
the aero unicycle, which has an estimated speed

to that used on aeroplanes. The unicycle is one 
big wheel of aluminum, six feet high, with a solid 
rubber tire. A framework like that of a motor 
cycle is built within the wheel. There is a seven- 
horsepower motor.

e ago invented a wireless telephone apparatus, 
has achieved several electrical devices, one of 
the latest being what he calls a “stenophone.” 
Through this instrument letters may be dictated 
into a phonograph without the use of a tube to 
convey the sound waves from the mouth to the 
wax record, 

B®. K. Marshall of Oak Park, Ill., has devised a 
better way for fastening the new perforated li- 
cense tag number to the radiator of an automo- 
bile. Instead of using wire he makes a bracket 
from a piece of band iron, which is easily bent 
tm the desired shape. Three holes are drilled 
after the strip has been cut Gnd bent, one through 
the double strip between the loop and straight 
part and one at each end. . Small bolts are put 
through these holes for attaching the tag to the 
bracket and to hold the bracket on the filler cap. 

An employe of a Missouri sporting goodsjcon- 
cern has invented a high-and-dry pouch for hunt- 
ers and anglers. Two large pouches, one in front 
and the other in the back, are strapped over 
the shoulders and around the chest. In the front 
pouch are two pockets for carrying small fish- 
or hunting accessories, and larger articles 
be carried in the pouch at the back. 

Bert Morehouse of Des Moines, Io., who goes 
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camping, offers a simple suggestion for tying a 
hammock so that it will “stay put” and yet be 
easy to take down at will. Most persons tie 
knots in the ropes. Morehouse makes one or two 
loops of the rope around a tree or post and tucks 
the end under the loops. The more weight there 
is in the nammock the more securely it will hang. 


Stanley 8. Zimmy of Harvey, Ill., had some 
pipe to cut and thread and no vise to hold the 
pipe. He made a device that served. Two pieces 
of angle iron were cut and holes drilled through 
one side of each to receive the largest pipe he 
had to cut. The irons were fastened to the bench 
about two feet apart with half-inch bolts. Two 
“dogs” were attached to each piece of iron, and 
three holes drilled for each, so that they could be 
adjusted to receive and hold smaller pipes. he 
holes were fitted with bushings for smaller pipes. 

A hydroelectric power machine which the in- 
ventor claims will be an important factor in the 
manufacture of electricity by water power has 
been undergoing tests in the Chicago Drainage 
The machine consists of two 
cog wheels, one 20 feet and the other 12 feet in 
diameter, over which run two chains 50 feet long, 
equipped with 12 steel paddles. The paddles 
are swung upon bars and are bent out in the mid- 
dle so that they carry but half a pint of water. 
This machine develops power for lights from the 
stream current of the canal. 

Men who work at the summit of Pike’s Peak 
and live at the Saddle House, two and a half 
miles below, used to walk dwuwn for their meals. 
One of them said he would rather ‘“‘slide down the 
banisters” than walk down the stairs, so he in- 
vented a simple toboggan which has a speed 
record of two miles a minute. This is used for 
sliding down the famous cog railway. 

The toboggan is a board a foot wide and three 
feet long. <A steel-shod cleat an inch and a 
half wide runs along the center of the under side 
it: entire length. This cleat fits in between the 
cog rails in the middle of the track. The man 
sits on the toboggan, holds to the crosstar and 
puts his feet against a bent bar at the foot of 
the toboggan.

At the Rock Island (Ill.) Arsenal recently tests 
were made of a new luminous compass for use in 
military operations by night. This compass is 
made luminous by radium. It was used in a 
500-mile marching contest at Rock Island. In the 
new compass the usual index line and outside 
circle of degrees is retained, but instead of the 
dial being painted with luminous paint, which

One of the latest inventions and one which 
will, it is expected, be of estimable value to the 
Southwest is that of another cotton-picking ma- 
chine. Hundreds of cotton growers have watched 
the work of three of these machines on big 
plantations near Bishop, Tex., for some weeks 
past, and they are said to have admitted that at 
last the problem of picking cotton by machinery 


is solved. 

Angus Campbell, a Chicago mechanic, worked 
a quarter of a century to perfect this machine. 
The inventor lacked capital, and finally interest- 
ed Theodore H. Price, the New York cotton king, 
in his machine. The recent tests in Texas dem- 
onstrated that the machine is almost perfected. 
It picks all the cotton except the few bolls which 
hang low, and these are easily picked by hand. 
The capacity of the Campbell] picker is ten acres 
of cotton a day, at a cost of about $10. It does 
the work of 50 hand pickers.

| Steel Fingers Pick the Cotton. at 


‘The machine weighs about 5000 pounds, is 
operated by a gasoline engine and travels over 
the field at thé rate of 2% miles an hour. Mul- 
titudes of thin steel fingers, about °00 of them, 
do the work heretofore done only by human fin- 
gers, and without injuring the staple. The cotton 
is gathered by these steel fingers and conveyed 
to a receptacle at the rear of the machine. 

It is estimated that when this picker comes 
into general use it will save the planters of the 
great cotton-growing states in the South and 
Southwest about $175,000,000 a year. This ma- 
chine, according to some of those who have seen 
it at work, will prove to be the South’s greatest 
boon since the invention of the cotton gin and 
will open a new era of agricultural prosperity. 
A few years ago a son of ex-Senator Francis 
M. Cockrell of Missouri invented a cottn»-pick- 
ing machine which attracted considerable at- 
tention. 

A Colorado inventor has devined a dust catcher 
for a miner’s drill which is said to increase the 
efficiency of the hammer drill 50 per cent and to 
minimize the danger from ‘“‘miner’s consumption.” 
It is in use at Leadville when drilling in ore. The 
bit makes a perfectly round hole about ‘three

inches deep, and a cone-shaped tube for dust 
catching is driven into the hole. The shank of 
the ordinary drill then is passed through a wash- 
er in the rubber end of a bag, the other end of 
the drill is inserted in the tube and the narrow 
end of the bag slipped onto the tube, when the 
drill is fastenedin the chuck of the machine and 
the work goes on,.dust flying being eliminated. 
The value of this device is appreciated only by 
miners who have “eaten.dust” in working by the 
old method. 

A new problem in bridge building has been 
put up to contractors by Chiecago’s bridge and 
harbor engineer. The contractors are construct- 
ing a two-leaf bascule, with a 200-foot span and 
double decked, to accommodate an “‘L”” line above, 
a street railway below, two wagon ways and 
two foot walks. This new and model bridge.must 
be built at the exact spot of the present swing 
bridge which it is to replace, across the Chicago 
river, without interrupting the traffic on the “L,” 
the surface lines, the streets, the river or in the 
tunnel under the river. 

The bridge is to be installed at Lake street, 
which is at the south end of the turning basin 
that connects the north and south branches of 
the Chicago River with the main stream. The 
present center plier swing bridge has been con- 
demned by the War Department. The men who 
are working out the problem of vutting this bridge 
in operation without disturbing traffic have re- 
sorted to a series of.inventions and ingenious 
devices which bridge engineers generally are 
watching with interest. 

A Kansas young man has invented a machine 
to thresh the wheat as it stands in the field, 
according to a writer in the magazine Popular 
Mechanics. He claims that one man and four 
horses, with his machine, can do the work of 
a whole threshing crew. This thresher is set 
or a truck in such a manner that it can be raised 
and lowered at will. It is operated by a 25- 
horsepower gas engine. 

As the thresher moves along heads of grain are 
blown against a cylinder set with four-inch teeth, 
This rotating cylinder lops off the heads and 
tosses-tfiem back into a cavity, from which the 
grain is carried up a perpendicular tube called 
a cleaner and passes through a strong current of 
air from a blower. This disposes of all chaff 
and dust, and the grain falls through another 
chute into a sack or a wagon.

The conversation was short and full of merri- 
ment. Mrs. Coggeshall apologized for Marian 
and Col. Bartlett assured her that Marian needed 
no apology. Col. Bartlett’s opinion was that 
Marian had acted strictly in accord with her 
rights as an American citizen. And on the fol- 
lowing day Claim No. 1,949,121 went back to Gov- 
ernor’s Island accompanied by the following:

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How a Scientific Sleuth Traced 
the Microscopic Murderer 
Hidden in the Oysters That 


’ Caused an Epidemic of Ty- 
phoid Fever After a Fire- 


men’s Banquet. 


HERE was a sound of 
revelry by night, for 
Orange County’s capital 
had gathered there her 
beauty and her chivalry, 
and bright the lights 
shone on fair women and 
brave men. Around the 
festive board in Music 
Hall at Goshen sat the 
huskiest firefighters. of 
the county and the ros- 
iest-cheeked girls from 

: many a secluded village 

and busy town. Tuxedo Park and Newburgh, 

Middletown, Suffern, Highland Mills and Nyack, 

Port Jervis, Wurtsboro, Monroe and even New 
York and Brooklyn had sent red-shirted dele- 

gations to unite with the stalwarts of the coun- 

ty seat in the annual firemen’s parade. 


It was Thursday, Oct. 5, 1911, a fine, bright 
day, with a snap in the air. Marching for hours 
under the overhanging crimson of the maples 
and the golden brawn of the oaks had whetted 
the appetites of the jolly vaimps. No less than 
five big dinners were served in Goshen that 
night. Cider barrels were tapped; healths were 
drunk; the still night air reverberated with the 
sound of song. A hundred guests of Cataract 
Engine and Hose Company were feasting at the 
St. Elmo Hotel; Dickinson Hose Company and 
its guests crowded the little Metrodist Church 
that had been turned into a banqueting hall for 
the occasion; Goshen Fife and Drum Corps was 
dining at the Occidental Hotel; at Mrs. Dopp’s 
sat a festive party of chiefs, engineers and assis- 
tants. 

But the gayest of all the banquets was that at 
Music Hall, given by Minisink Hook and Ladder 
Company in honor of the fire department of 
Tuxedo Park. This was no country supper, but 
a real banquet, city style, with a printed menu 
and the dishes served in courses. The prettiest 
girls in Orange County passed the plates and 
cleared them away, taking their own places at 
the board as soon as the firemen had been served.

Oysters were the first course and swifily they 
disappeared down the dusty throats of the weary 
vamps. Here and there, it is true, a man who 
never blinked at dashing into the hottest of 
flame or the densest of smoke hesitated before 
the cold oysters, pushed his plate aside, remarked 
to his neighbor, “i never could abide them shiny 
things,” and sent a sop to his appetite with sal- 
tine biscuits and pickles. 

Broiled chicken felewed. Generous portions 
of chicken killed that morning, and served with 
all the fixin’s, such as tea biscuits and gravy, 
homemade preserves, tomatoes, celery and so on. 
When the coffee was poured and the cigars 
lighted the chief of the Minisink Hook and Lad- 
der Company arose from his chair at the head 
of the table and made an address of welcome. 
The chief of the Tuxedo Park Fire Department 
replied. More speeches, some solemn, some wit- 
ty, followed. Songs were sung, discreetly humer- 
ous stories were told. There was a general air 
of let-joy-be-unconfined. 

But into that festive hall there crept an unin- 
vited guest. No one saw him. No one of those 
188 happy revellers so much as suspected the 
presence of the intruder. Unbidden, unseen, he 
came, with murder in his heart. 

And while the stalwart vamps sang and waxed 
eloquent and told stories- and: jored with the 
rosy-cheeked lassies, the murderer accomplished 
his fell work. Silent and unseen, like the angel 
of death, he passed among them all and whare- 
ever he passed he left his poison. 

Little suspecting that disease and death were 
brooding in their very vitals, the happy revellers 
parted. Hands were shaken, kisses exchanged, 
goodbys said; buggies were got out from the shed 
nearby and everybody went home to bed. 

Sleep came quickly, but before morning many 
a one of those feasters was awakened by pain. 
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|All over Goshen there was trouble. Men who 
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but a few hours before had been the gayest of 
the gay lay writhing in agony. Friday, Oct. 6, 
was a busy day for the doctors, and the drug- 
gists almost ran out of castor oil before the sun 
had set. Saturday was even worse, And word 
came by telephone from all over the county that 
many of tnose who had sat around the tables in 
the Goshen Music Hall were sick. 

As day succeeded day the plague grew worse. 
At first the physicians said gastroenteritis, but 
soon they recognized that the epidemic was ty- 
phoid fever. Throughout Octobe~ the _ record 
grew. Seventeen cases of genuine typhoid and 
83 of acute gastroenteritis were registered. No- 
vember came with more cases of typhoid. On 
the 17th a woman died. The plague assumed 
such proportions that news of it got into the 
metropolitan newspapers. 


Eating his breakfast in a New York hotel ca 
Nov. 17,.with a copy of The World propped up 
against the water carafe before him, sat a small, 
sharp looking man with bright brown eyes, a 
closely cropped thick mustache and ae short 
goatee. He read of the outbreak of typhoid at 
Goshen and paused a while to think. 

“I will catch that typhoid germ,” he said to 
himself. ‘I will find his dwelling place and ar- 
rest whomsoever may be guilty of harboring 
him,” 

The man who spoke thus was ideally cut out 
for the task he had set himself, being one of the 
keenest detectives in the employ of Uncle Sam. 
His name is George W. Stiles Jr. and he was 
chief of the Bacteriological Laboratory of the 
Bureau of Chemistry in the United States De- 
pertment oc? igriculture. He had been sent on 
2 special mission to New York to inspect the 
oyster grounds in tho adjacent watc where, 
rumor hac it, vile resorts were wide open and 
filled with the most desperate criminals known 
to science. He had already discovered and rald- 
ed several places in which that band of assassins 
known as the microbe gang had been living with 
impunity and hatching monstrous plots to spread 
disease and death broadcast. Now he had a 
specific case anc his detective instinct was 
aroused. 

The first thing to do was to visit the scene of 
the crime. The first train to Goshen lan*ed Dr. 
Stiles on the spot and he spent the rest of the 
duy talking with the victims of the murderer. 

Dr. Stiles was well acquainted vith the criminal 
he was_after. The poisoner of the Goshen ban- 
quet was that old offender, the typhoid bacillus, 
whose record of crime is as long as history, who 
can count his victims by legions and whose por- 
trait is in every scientific rogues gallery in the 
world. He is so small that he can be seen only 
through the most powerful of microscopes, but 
when so viewed he looks like a wriggling hairy 
caterpillar. His home is in sewage. 

In such cases a~ this the first suspicion always 
falls on the water and milk as harborers of the 
criminal. The Goshen water and milk were put 
through a third degree examination by Dr. Stiles 
and both were exonerated, for thousands of peo- 
ite had drunk them and had no trouble.

guished from painters. They 
draw in black and white or 
paint in water colors or oils 
for reproduction in periodi- 
cals. In the multitude of monthly magazines, 
weekly periodicals and newspaper Sunday magazines 
they have found a very wide field. 

Painters of the old school, who produce canvases 
for sale or for exhibition in art galleries, have but 
a limited field compared with these illustrators 
whose work is put before millions of persons sim- 
ultaneously when published as magazine covers or 
as illustrations in books or periodicals. 

Charles Dana Gibson was one of the earliest of 
the black-and-white illustrators to achieve wide re- 
nown. Following him have eome such artist-il- 
lustrators @s Howard Chandler Christy, Harrison 
Fisher, Frank X. Leyendecker,‘N. P. Zarokilli, Pen- 
rhyn Stanlaws, W. D. Koerner and others whose 
work is being reproduced in the present series of 
*‘Masterpieces of American Illustrators’’ in the 
Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine, following the Kitty 
Cobb series by James Montgomery Flagg, another 
successful worker in the new school. 

Many of these successful illustrators are noted 
also as painters anl have earned fame both for their 
Canvases and for their illustrative work, but they 
took up the latter branch because it was the more 
profitable. They earn large incomes from this work. 
Merely as producers of canvases for their own sake 
they would be neither so well known nor so pros- 
perous. 

Among the men who are renowned as artists 
without considering their work done for illustrating 
may be mentioned Andre Castaigne, Frank Brang- 
wyun, Arthur I. Keller, Walter Shirlaw, Frank Craig 

vs J ames Montgomery Flagg. Edwin Abbey, How- 
ard Pyle and Frederic Remington, all of whom have 
died in ‘necent years, were artists before they were 
illustrators. The new field lured them because of 
its lucrativeness. 

This is distinctively an American school of art. 
American newspaper and magazine illustrations lead 
the world in quantity and quality. The three-color 
process, a recent invention, reproduces a picture not 
Only in its original color values, but also gives the 
artist’s technique and individuality of creation. 
This process is rapidly supplanting lithography, 
which now is used chiefly in advertising work. 

European artists are enticed to this country by 
the prospect pf handsome earnings from illustrative 
work. Such men as the Leyendeckers, Zarokilli and 
Castaigne have become Americans to share in the 
golden shekel shower that pours at the feet of the 
present-day artist who is willing to forego his 

- dreams of art-gallery fame for the practical realiza- 
tion of a much wider if not more enduring renown 
as an illustrator, and for the cash in hand which 
many a genius who confines himself to painting for 
posterity never receives. 

It is in magazine covers that these men shine most 
brightly, since by the present processes of repro- 
ducton, whch every year are developing to higher 
standards, they are enabled to place their produc- 
tions before the multitude and gain thereby both 
fortune and fame.
